DETAILED ACTION 



Election/ Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
species 1 where a positive displacement screw compressor having two rotary components, each 
having a shaft and rotor body, are separated by roller bearings, species 2 where shafts and 
rotor bodies are separated by ball bearings, and species 3 where shaft and rotor body are 
separated by a radial induction bearing. The species are independent or distinct because each 
invention uses a different type of bearing to enable the body of each rotor, within a 
compressor, to be able to rotate around a stationary shaft specific to that rotor. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currentiy, claims 1 and 8 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. .
